“J.0. Ps” OPPOSITION. 


—— 

In 4 letter to. the Ties, Mr. 
J.O. P. Bland expresses oimself 
adversely to the proposal to 
allocate Boxer fends to the 
education of Chinese. students. 
With certain points in bis Tetter 
considerable agreement will prob- 
ably be felt, without prejudice, 
however, to the proposal itsalf. 
For instance, the author of 
“China. Japan, and Korea” 
points to the Republic’s heavy 
éxpeocditure upon arms and small 
provision for edacstion, askiog 
wheather. it is jadicious for us to 
subsidise Chinese eJacation be- 
ore “the authorities in Ching 
have satisfactorily proved their 
ability to handle educational and 
other grants with unquestionable 
fintegrity.” We take it that the 
Chinese authorities would not 
have tho bandling of Boxer funds 
allocated to education, ar only 
under strict supervision; certainly 
control of the faods should be in 
the bands of the country forego- 
ing the indemnity’payment. 

Mr. Bland declares that “ there 
is no self-evident justification for 
the assumption thatthe grateful 
goodwill of the Chinese can be 
secured by giving them edaca- 
tional facilities. All the evidence 
available in China points the other 
way.” Saving fora brief visit, it 
ig gome years since Mr. Bland 
wes in China, or he would know 
better, as he might have’ dove 
even without beidg -out here. 
Hongkoog Chinese have rendered 
the mosé eloquent tribute of 
appreciation ic the forra of dona- 
tins to the Colony’s University, 
We scarcely think Mr. Bland 
will wish to reise en objection 
about “in China,” bot, if he does, 
there is Shanghai, formerly so 
so well known to him, to confirm 
the. position. Wa have - heard 


that Mz. G.C. Nieb, Chairman of 


the Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce there,. end others have 
been muntficent donors “in the 
caziac of educstion, ‘largely stim- 
alated by the” sample ¢ of the 


their national instincts; on the 
contrary, no section of the Chi- 
nese is more vocal, not tp say 
vociferous, in. proclaiming them. 
But Mr. Bland is mistaken if he 
supposes that there aré not num- 
bers of Chinese whoseck Western 
education for commarical rea- 
sans. Certainly in this Colony 
many utilise their training in the 
indastrial wortd, as is-atteated by 
tha nomber who. take the 
engineering faculty. Jn the Old 
Country, tap, Chinese students 
are found far less at Oxford and 
Cambridge than at the newer 
Universities, which speciatise in 
commerce. If Mr. Bland had 
found time to look around Hong- 
kong, Canton. or the Chinese 
factories in Shanghai, he would 
have met with abundant evidence 
of the growing use of Weatern 
machinery, and it is contrary to 
logic to assame thatthe inflaence 
of Wester:-educated Chinese 
cannot be sean in this. . 

Oa one matter at least we be- 
lieve Mr. Bland is-on the right 
lines. He says that “the 
modernising of Young China 
should be done at home.” The 
appeal - just issued by this 
Colons’s University “Stly em- 
phasises the point that here 
Chinese students can obteia the 
benefits of « Western edacation 
with comparative immunity 
from the risk, whatever its de- 
gree, of” ‘de-nationalising: in- 
ficences. A Committee has 
been sitting st. Home for 
some time in reference to this 
question of the allocation of 
Boxer funds to education. We 
trust that the claims of Hong- 
kong’s University have bees 


brought to its notice. or, if they| 


have not, that they very soon 
willbe. No better medium could 
be found,. because, as we say, 
students bere do not become de- 
nationalised. and on the grounds 
ofecocomy Hongkong University 
has obvious advantages.

“The most striking difference}:

and America is speed. 

“When I have said that before 
girls have thought I was criticise 
ing their, ability to run. Io 
America the gis!’s tennis is feat 
as compared co England and tha 
Continent: and by that I mean 
speed of stroke. 

“Over here most women favour 
the underhand drive. That mexos 
thes let the ball fall towards the 
second hop before striking. In 
America the first-class women 
concentrate upon hitting the ball 
touch sooner; asthe ball bounds 
they rash in on top of it and hit 
the moment they ere in position. 
“That is whet | mean by fast 
tennis—for your opponent then 
has the least possible time to 
recover from herown shot and to 
get back into. position.
